Years ago in Upland and what 
has transpired with the coming 
of recent times. are related by 
P. H. “Mac, the mayor’ McQuil- 
len, who is known for his com- 
munity and civic service and for 
his unique business institution. 
He tells a history of local busi-

By “His Whiskers” Mac 
The pioneer drug store, of 
which we are lineal descendants, 
began its modest career about 
1899. It was built, stocked, 
owned and operated by a Dr. 


Johnson and a Mrs. Rogers, both 
of whom will be remembered by 
the old timers in the community. 

Roy Bradley, able and efficient 
manager of the Upland Lemon 


Growers association, second time 
president of Upland chamber of 
commerce, had bought the groc- 
ery business of Mr. Sourwine in 
the old Sourwine building on 
Second avenue south of the Santa 
re.

In 1774 the Spanish government sent an expedition from Sonera, Mexico, to 
open a road (EL Camino Real) to Monterey, California, 








On Mareh twenty-first of that year this band of soldiers and priests. horses 
and cattle, camped near the Arroyo de los Osos or Alisos (Stream of the Bears 
or Sycamores). This point is near to where the Sycamore Hotel stands to- 
day. Tlere they found a peace-loving tribe, the Cucamonga Indians, living 
in content and plenty. 


CUCAMONGA—INDIAN NAME 


Ilere at Cueamonga—the word meaning “Plenty Water.” so called by the In- 
dians for its many springs—the Franciscan Fathers from San Gabriel Mis- 
sien worked among the native tribe. teaching them new methods of planting 
grains and raising crops. 

Here the Arreador, with his careta and yoke of oxen (the only means of 
wheel transportation in those days) camped for the night on his weekly trip 
between San Bernardine and Los Angeles. 


LAND GIVEN AWAY 


In INBO the Governor of Mexico granted the land of the Cucamonga Tndians 
to Don ‘Tiburcio Tapia, a wealthy merchant of Los) Angeles. Cleverly he 
employed the natives €o build on Red Till (near the site of the Red Hill 
Country Club house) a veritable fortress and slowly but) surely took unto 
himself the acres which had been industriously cared for by the Cucamongas. 
The Indians resented this and after striving hopelessly to live in the canyons 
nnd mountains they raided Don Tiburcio’s cattle. A battle ensued and the 
few surviving Tndians slunk back to the mountains and the Cucamonegas as 
a tribe were gone forever, 

Pence did not come to the house on Red Hill, however, Phe Americans were 
coming and rich Don Tiburcio, fearing for his gold. decided to bury it. What 
food for remance—that ox-cart laden with its chest of riches. the blindfeld- 
ed Indian. the high spirited Don. the deep dark night. To this day—wheo 
Knowst—the treasure may lie where if was buried. “under an oak tree.”
